vesting requires. In a recent Newsweek column, Ray- 
mond Moley tells what has happened in California, one 
of the hardest hit states. According to him, the unions, 
which are strongly interested in signing up agricultural 
workers and urged the termination of the bracero pro- 
gram, have been unable to provide the necessary work- 
ers. A Department of Labor effort to supply teams of 
high-school students also has failed—most of them gave 
up after a brief try. So it has gone. Mr. Moley recounts 
a case where 300 Dakota Indians were flown to Cali- 
fornia at a cost of $6,400 to the growers.
